HF Radio Operators — 24 hours is a long time to be on the radio, 
if you are one person, Lots of available people make the job much 
easier. Experience is not required. Novice and Tech operator are 
urged to apply. You too can work HF under the controlling eye of a 
properly licensed ham. Sign up at the next club meeting — look for 
the Field Day flag. 


VHF/UHF Radio Operators — Experience the thrill of finding that 
E-cloud and talking to Texas on 6 meters. Chase that elusive tropo 
duct and work that station in Seattle like he was next door. These 
and other thrills are available when you sign up to be a VHF/UHF 
operator at Field Day 1998. Sign up at the next club meeting — 
look for the Field Day flag.
